trading in your own city, what will become of your city ?" lhat 
answer is easy. The city will grow, and w'ifli every move in a 
forward direction it is your personal gain. One of'the easiest 
ways in which you can help this city of Portsmouth—your 
own city—-to grow is to do your trading right here. That is 
not asking any sacrifice on your part as you have everything 
to gain and nothing to lose by so doing. 


All this is simply a matter of civic pride, and civic pride is 


just having.pride in your own city.
